HAD A FIT IK JAIL. 


Harry Mitchell, van Buyer of Oeo. 


Fenser, Quite Sit* 


This forenoon Harry Mitchell, indicted 


(or the killing of George Fenser, Jan 
Uth, caused something of a sensation io 
the oounty jail by having • fit in hu cell 
His condition for a time excited consider- 
able alarm. The prisoners rattled on the 
door to call Turnkey BIcGraw'a attention 
to Mitchell's condition, and instantly Dr. 
Tobey, the county physician, was gam- 
moned to the jail. Mitchell had not been 
removed from his cell when the doctor 
arrived. The young man was found 
lying oo his cot wholly unconscious. He 
was carried down in the corridor and pot 
on a table 
The doctor gave him hypo- 


dermic injections of morphine, wrapped 
him up in blankets and left him asleep 
ID charge ot "Dr." Pete Smith. Mitchell 
was asleep when the reporter called at 
toe jail. 


It is difficult cow to ascertain whether 


or not Mitchell ie subject to fit*, or 
whether bis sudden prostration was doe 
to sorrow and grief over the thought that 
he bad caused the death ot a human be- 
ing. The physician IB inclined to the 
opinion that sorrow brought on the 
attack.
